Specks In 
The Eye 

A First Aid Tip From St. John 
Ambulance 

Removing a speck of sand or 
grit from someone’s eye can be 
tricky business, and should be 
handled very carefully, warns St. 
John Ambulance, the Canadian 
First Aid authority. 

To remove specks, adults should 
grasp the lashes of the affected 
eye pulling the upper lid outwards 
and downwards over the lower 
eyelid, then letting go. If the pa¬ 
tient is a child, this should be 
done for him. 

If this fails, seat the patient 
facing a good light, place your 
thumb near the edge of the lower 
lid and pull downward while he 
looks up. If the speck can be seen 
remove it gently with the corner 
of a dean handkerchief or a wisp 
of clean gauze. If these methods 
fail, cover the eye with a pad of 
clean gauze, and take the patient 
to a doctor. 

As the eyeball is very suscept¬ 
ible to damaging scratches, ex¬ 
treme care should be taken. Never, 
under any circumstances, try to 
remove anything which appears to 
be stuck in or on the eye. This 
could cause irreparable damage.

Pickling— 

Vinegar and salt are the pre¬ 
servatives used in pidding. You 
will find four types of vinegar on 
your supermarket shelves: 

Cider—the best for pickling. Its 
flavor is excellent and it is highly 
aromatic. However, it tends to dis¬ 
color white or light colored vege¬ 
tables. 

White Pickling — has less flavor 
but gives better color where foods 
such as onions or cauliflower are 
used. 

Malt — is dark colored and rich 
in flavor (especially good for chut- 
neys). 

Blended - is usually half white 
and half cider vinegar (it may con¬ 
tain some malt). 

Dairy salt is preferable to table 
salt for pickling. Iodized salt can 
be used, but additives to make 
table salt free running will pro¬ 
duce a cloudy brine or pickle mix¬ 
ture if the proporton of salt i« hi -h 
e.g., dill pickles. It is salt that 
draws water from the vegetable 
tissues by the process of osmosis, 
making them crisp and firm. Salt 
also adds flavor, preserves and 
controls fermentation. 

Spices should be bought fresh 
each year, used with caution and 
ALWAYS be measure level. Whole 
spices are your best choice. They 
should be tied loosely in a cheese 
cloth bag to allow the hot vinegar 
to circulate freely, cooked with 
the vinegar or pickle, and then 
removed. Prolonged cooking of 
whole spices or use of ground 
spices wlil darken your pickle. 
Problems??— 

Shrivelling can be a result of 
several factors: was your vinegar 
too hot or too strong? Brine too 
strong? Too much sugar used? 
Stale products? — TOO MUCH 
ALUIM? If using alum to preserve 
crispness, never use more than 
one teaspoon powdered alum to 
one quart of brine. Avoid using 
alum if possible. 

Softening — perhaps your vine- 
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3ar was too weak to prevent the 
growth of microorganisms (boiled 
too long?), your brine too weak, 
storage place too warm, your pick¬ 
les exposed above the brine or 
vinegar, or over-cooking or simply 
k-cause you used stale products. 

Change of color — use enamel, 
aluminum or stainless steel cook¬ 
ware when pickling. Vinegar and 
salt react with iron, capper and 
brass, causing discoloration. Too 
strong vinegar will bleach your 
pickles. Improper curing in brine 
may produce white blotches. 

Slippery pickles—are a result of 
pickles being exposed above the 
brine solution or vinegar or hav¬ 
ing a brine that is too weak to 
prevent bacterial action. 

Hollow pickles may be a result 
of using stale products or growth 
conditions, i.e., hot dry season. 
This well may be a hollow pickle 
year!
